His speech in Regina the other 
day indicates clearly that he intends 
to fight forva new economic com- 
_Munity of the Western World-and 
against what he considers a ruinous 
policy of trade restriction. - 

“Our government at Ottawa 
should jump at the chance of ex- 
tending economic lines across the 
Atlantic,” he said. “If we don’t 
extend those lines, we will be thrown 
into the dominion of the United 
States. This is a matter of life and 
death, politically and economically,

This is a restatement, with added 
emphasis, of the position he has 
taken J as far back as the 
forma of the North Atlantic 
“freaty Organization. 

It was largely due to Canada's- 
urging that Article Two of the 
treaty called’ upon the parties  in- 
volved “to eliminate conflict in their 
international economic policies and 
. +.» encourage economic codllabora- 
tion between any or all of them.” 

The danger of Canada being 
“thrown into the dominion of the 
United States” and losing its iden- 
tity needs littlé élaboration here. 
As a nation Jiving on its exports, 
we know how seriously dependent 
we have become on the United 
States and how essential it is to na- 
tional well-being to diversify our 

* markets. 

Mr. Diefenbaker apparently rec- 
ognized that fact when jhe called, 
early in his administration, for the 
diversion of 15 per cent of Canada’s, 
‘trade away from the United States 
to Great Britain. It is unfortunate 
that he fled in terror when Britain 
offered him free trade at the ensu- 
ing Montreal conference.

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WHAT TO DO 


XPERTS know more than average 
folk so they have more to worry 
about. One of the things they've had 
on their minds for quite a while now 
is the water table— ~« 
the level of water in & 
| the soil. Most of us 
are concerned only 
about the water we 
+ see‘on the surface— 
the lakes and ponds,, 
and in a rain storm 
perhaps big puddles 
near the house. The 
lakes are permanent, 
the ‘ponds may be 
| seasonal, and the pud- 
dies disappear within a few hours. Some 
of the puddle water evaporates, but a 
| deal of it sinks into the ground 
and finds the level of the water table. 


| The water table is thus a sort of 
underground surface for the water we 
don’t see. If that surface comes too 
high, we have flooding. If it sinks too 
low we run into immediate soil prob- 
| lems, as well’ as shrinking water sup- 
plies. : 


Falling Level 


What bothers the experts is that the 
water table over 
| tinent is dropping. re worried 
about future water sodrces and soil con- 
ditions if the trend continues—and _ 
| there doesn't seem to be much we can 
do about it. © 

But now comes a new problem. The 
water that is still left to us is becoming 
polluted. Just as the lake or stream. 
near a camping spot can be spoiled if 
too many people séttle beside it, so the 
waters of the continent are being dirtied 
| in areas where industry and population 
| are concentrated. 
| Victoria, of course, enjoys a favored 

position. We've dirtied some of our 
| beaches but our drinking water supply 
is still safe. 


| thousands empty sewage and kitchen 
| wastes into it. Sewage plants and én- 
dustrial regulations may hold down the 
pollution somewhat, but the end result 
must be an increase in dirt and germs 
beyond a safe level.

The French President..both declared 
his absolute loyalty to the Atlantic Al- 
liance, and assured Adenauer that he 
too would regard an American with- 
drawal from Europe as a real catas- 
Yet the incident still left’a 


This fragment of inner history is 
so interesting because it says much 


Debre mentioned Spaak’s: 


about two. quite different sets‘ of prob- 
lems—those confronting Gen, de Gaulle 
and those confronting President Eisen- 
hower. For de Gaulle, in brief, the} 
Adenauer-Debre incident implied the 
existence of certain limits beyond which 
French policy cannot safely go. ~ 

In ‘theory, of course, de Gaulle .can 
engineer a classic “reversal of alll- 
ances,” by reviving the Franco-Russian 
pact of the past. In practice, as he in- 
dicated te. Adenauer, nothing could be 
further from de Gaulle’s thoughts. But 
if he does not wish to reverse his alll- 
ances, de Gaulle cannot go too far in 
the direction of the old fashioned, freely 
manoeuvring, purely national diplomacy’ 
which is natural. to him. 

If -he seems to attack the unity of} 
the West or the workability of. NATO, 
de Gaulle will face a solid, angry, united 
front of all the other Western powers, 
headed by his own particular friend,’
